-mit until:all hunters had received 
‘a first permit. 
' Closer study of the situation 
shows that it is not quite so simple 
as that. The Jaw requires that quo- 
tas be established on an area basis, 
and there is a considerable public 
demand for relatively small areas 
to provide an even distribution of 
hunters. The most important ob- 
jective is to obtain a properly reg- 
ulated kill of anterless deer to 
insure the welfare of the deer 
range and the deer herd. It is 
also important to give hunters an 
opportunity to take additional deer 
in the areas where they prefer to 
hunt. : 


THE EDITOR: 


yation is convinced that the pres- 
ent method is the fairest and most 
workable that can be used under 
Michigan conditions. Each hunter 
each year has an equal chance 
with every other applicant for the 
area of his choice. The odds for 
guecess vary vith the area, but 
1 think that sportsmen should be 
willing to abide by the luck of the 
draw us long as the drawing is an 
honest one. I am personally satis- 
fied that the drawing is scrupulous- 
ly honest, and that the criticisms of 
the system are based on a lack of 
understanding of the facts. I am 
sure that the Department of Con- 
servation weuld be quick to change 
the system if they knew a better 
way --- and I am also sure that 
the moment they did make such a 
change as you suggested, there 
weuld be a storm of protest from 
hunters. 

In~closing, I would like to con- 
gratulate you, on having a name 
worth living up to. You might be 
interested in knowing that David 
Crockett, who also has a famous 
namesake, is a modern naturalist 
with a strong Michigan background.
